Wh at Did U.S . Aid Do In Eu rop e? 


Business Week, surveying ominous signs 


of things going awry in Latin America, is 


wondering what United Stales aid should be 


doing down there. 


It’s a good thing to be curious about at 
the beginning of a multi-billion-dollar for­ 
eign aid program. What are citizens of the 
United States supposed to believe when Latin 
.Americans come under the heavy-handed 
rule of the men on horseback who pro­ 
verbially dominate Latin American politics? 
There is no way to twist the evidence of 
the _ recent military junta in Argentina to 
make it look like a democratic regime. The 
fact is Arturo Frondizi was ousted by .Ar­ 
gentine militarists for showing too 
much 
faith in popular government. 
Nor would there be any way to put a good 
face on seizure of privately owned utilities 
in Brazil if that is done there. It would be 
an affront to all potential private investors 
in that country. 


HOW DO SUCH things fit in with the rosy 
prospectus of the Alliance for Progress, 
which is expected to cost the United States 
a minimum of $10 billion, plus anolher $10 
billimi to be made available thmugh inter­ 
national funds? 
How wnll the United States cope with af­ 
fronts to the principle of popular rule and 
denials of the principles of free elections? 
Is it going to be possible to sell I..atiii 
America the virtues and merit.s of a form of 
govemmfmt along with the main thing the 
United States wants to sell Latin .America, 
which is independence of international com­ 
munism? 
The same trouble existed in Europe at the 
beginning of the foreign aid program. Could 
ideology be made to follow the dollar? How 
could foreign aid be justified for Yugoslavia, 
dominated by a communist regime? What 
was to be done about Italy’s powerful Com­ 
munist party? What about the absence of 
free elections in Spain, Mhere the 
United 
States was planning to build costly air bases 
in lieu of outright foreign aid? 


IN El ROPE, foreign aid could be justi­ 
fied when doubts arose about the claim that 
it was the best possible way to accomplish 
two things—offset 
communistic 
pressure 
and keep the avenues of trade open to U S 


goods and influence. Ultimately, it did both, 
plus one more thing that hadn’t been fore­ 
seen. 
It equipped European enter[>rise with mixi- 
em machinery for a mas.sive break-through 
into modem industrialism—a break-through 
so spectacular that Europeans now are out­ 
doing Americans in efficient mass produc­ 
tion of some mass-consumption goods. That 
is the real significance of the European 
Common M arket-it is a market for ma.ss 
production. 
U.S. foreign aid in Europe did not guar­ 
antee ideology suitable to U.S. principles. It 
did not keep governments from seizing pri­ 
vate property. It did not guarantee free 
elections. But it did keep international com­ 
munism from capturing Europe by défaut. 
That seems to be what U.S. aid is aiming 
to do in Latin America. 


Meier Th ou gh ts 


Several points come to mind relatiw to 
the new parking meter proposal placed be­ 
fore Council by a Pittsburgh company. 
The plan calls for modernization and ex­ 
tension of the present system, with the prom­ 
ise that the annual revenue would be in­ 
creased by more than $18,000. 
There is no question that manv of the me­ 
ters have seen better days and «hould lie 
replaced. Council certainly would be justified 
in moving in that direction. But any exten­ 
sion of the metered zone raises a question. 
Part of the problem under the present sys­ 
tem has been that many of the meters have 
not fimctioned up to snuff. With the addition 
of more meters, the problem of maintenance 
would be increased proportionately. Also the 
problem of policing the meters. The more 
meters the longer it will take to riieck them 
properly. 
Other than increased revenue, there seems 
no real reason w'hv the metered zones should 
be extended at this time, .And revenue— 
wbile it helps — is not the primary purpose 
of a parking meter system. Parking meters 
should be installed to help solve parking 
problems. 
Council should take a gtwid look before any 
final decision on the present proposal. A ciri’ 
can be "over - metered” as well as “under- 
met fTed” . 


Mu d d lers Are Hard Al ll 


One of those proveriiially long and de­ 
tailed documents the British are noted for 
has been issued on security procedures. Its 
text will be of first-rate interest w'hen it 
gets over here, because it deals with a prob­ 
lem of our government too. 
How can a government distinguish between 
brma fide unionists and would-be spies who 
are plying their trade in the gui.se of union­ 
ists? 
In Britain this is specifically a problem 
in government civil service unioas—and the 
problem is anything but academic. Three 
dvil sen-ants have been tried and convicted 
on charges of espionage in behalf of the 
Soviet Union in a little more than a year 
In the United States the problem has been 
less specific. But wdiether it has been a case 
of blockading the Hawaiian Islands, lying up 
shipping in Atlantic and Pacific ports, slownng 
down work at missile bases, or tying up pro­ 
duction in plants with key defense contracts 
there alw’ays is suspicion that if the same thin 
were being done by subversive instead 
unionists the effect would be the same. 
And there can be suspiciwis. too, that if 
union regulations are used to make it easier 
for would-l)e spies to have a cces to informa-

What Dill U.S. Aid Do In Europe? 


Business Week, surveying ominous signs 


of things going awry in Latin America, is 


wondering what United States aid should be 


doing down there. 


It’s a good thing to he curious about at 
the beginning of a multi-billion-dollar for­ 
eign aid program. What are citizens of the 
United States supposed to believe when Latin 
Americans come under the heavy-handed 
rule of the men on horseback who pro­ 
verbially dominate Latin American politics? 
There is no way to twist the evidence of 
the _ recent military junta in Argentina to 
make it look like a democratic regime. The 
fact is Arturo Frondizi was ousted by Ar­ 
gentine militarists for showing too 
much 
faith in popular government. 
Nor would there be any way to put a good 
face on seizure of privately owned utilities 
in Brazil if that is done there. It would be 
an affront to all potential private investors 
in that country. 


HOW DO SUCH things fit in with the rosy 
prospectus of the Alliance for Progress, 
which is expected to cost the United States 
a minimum of $10 billion, plus another $10 
billion to be made available through inter­ 
national funds? 
How will the United States cope with af­ 
fronts to the principle of popular rule and 
denials of the principles of free elections^ 
Ts it going to be possible to sell I>atin 
America the virtues and merits of a form of 
government along with the main thing the 
United States wants to sell I,atin America, 
which is independence of international com­ 
munism? 
The same trouble existed in Europe at the 
beginning of the foreign aid program Could 
ideology be made to follow the dollar? How 
could foreign aid be justified for Yugoslavia, 
dominated by a communist regime? What 
was to be done about Italy's powerful Com­ 
munist party? What about the absence of 
free elections in Spain, where the 
United 
States was planning to build costly air bases 
in lieu of outright foreign aid? 


IN EUROPE, foreign aid could be justi­ 
fied when doubts arose about the claim that 
it was the best possible way to accomplish 
two things—offset 
communistic 
pressure 
and keep the avenues of trade open to U S 


goods and influence. Ultimately, it did both, 
plus one more thing that hadn’t been fore­ 
seen 
It equipped European enterprise with mod­ 
em machinery for a massive break-through 
into modem industrialism—a break-through 
so spectacular that Europeans now are out­ 
doing Americans in efficient mass produc­ 
tion of some mass-consumption goods. That 
is the real significance of the European 
Common Market—it is a market for mass 
production. 
U.S. foreign aid in Europe did not guar­ 
antee ideology- suitable to U.S. principles. It 
did not keep governments from seizing pri­ 
vate property 
It did not guarantee free 
elections. But it did keep international com­ 
munism from capturing Europe by defaut. 
That seems to lie what U.S. aid is aiming 
to do in Latin America. 


Meter Thoughts 


Several points come to mind relative to 
the new parking meter proposal placed be­ 
fore Council by a Pittsburgh company 
The plan calls for modernization and ex­ 
tension of the prevent system, with the prom­ 
ise that the annual revenue would be in­ 
creased by more than $18,000 
There is no question that manv of the me­ 
ters have seen better days and should lie 
replaeed. Council certainly would be justified 
in moving in that direction. But any exten­ 
sion of the metered zone raises a question. 
Part of the problem under the present sys­ 
tem has been that manv of the meters have 
not functioned up to snuff With the addition 
of more meters, the problem of maintenance 
would be increased proportionately. Also the 
problem of policing the meters. The more 
meters the longer it will take to check them 
properly. 
Other than increased revenue, there seems 
no real reason w-hv the metered zones should 
be extended at this time 
And revenue— 
while it helps — is not the primary purpose 
of a parking meter system Parking meters 
should be installed to help solve parking 
problems 
Council should take a good look before any 
final decision on the present proposal A city 
can be “over - metered” as well as “ under­ 
metered’*.

Of all the twelv'c who were called to be disciples, 
the character of judas remains the most mysterious. 
The Gospel writers tell us nothing of his life or 
background before he met Jesus, and very little of his 
association with the Master, except always to identify 
him as the betrayer. 
But, as Dr. Males observes, “the treachery of judas 
Iscariot, his remorse and suicide are occurrences alto­ 
gether so strange and extraordinary that the motives by 
which he was actuated require to be develoj^d as far 
as may be done, where the Evangelists are in a great 
measure silent concerning them. ’ 
It is obvious that judas had some overwhelming 
weakness, some ruling passion that made him, when 
under its influence, powerless to resist «^ul. 
But what was that weakness? W as it covetousness, 
as the Gospel narratives imply— a lust for money that 
w as so great that he sto le even from the disciples 
themselves? 
If that were true, why was judas made steward 
and almoner for the group, receiving contributions 
and overseeing their redistribution^ (John XII:6 and 
XIII:29). 
An interesting apocryphal source states that judas 
Is:ariot’s weakness was wine. VATile this account has 
no Scriptural support, it is a more rational explanation 
of his behavior. For, even in our own day, alcoholics 
and drug addicts often sacrifice everything, even those 
they love, on the altar of their inveterate habit 
The Gospels tell us that, stricken with remorse, judas 
tried to undo the betrayal of Jesus, and returned the 
30 pieces of silver, which the priests refused, and which 
were evcntuallv used to buy a potter's field. 
In profound despair, judas went out and hanged 
himself; hut in the act, apparently the rope broke and 
he fell down a steep precipice at Aceldama where “he 
hurst asunder in the midst.” (Acts 1:18). 
As Papini observes in his “Life of Christ : 
“O n ly two creatures in the wwld knew the secret 
of judas: Christ and the traitor ”

Of all the twelve who were called to be disciples, 
the character of Judas remains the most mysterious. 
The Gospel writers tell us nothing of his life or 
background before he met Jesus, and very little of his 
association with the Master, except always to identify 
him as the betrayer 
But, as Dr. Hales observes, "the treachery of Judas 
Iscariot, his remorse and suicide are occurrences alto­ 
gether so strange and extraordinary that the motives by 
which he was actuated require to be developed as far 
as may be done, where the Evangelists are in a great 
measure sdent concerning them 
It is obvious that Judas had some overwhelming 
weakness, some ruling passion that made him, when 
under its influence, powerless to resist evil 
But what was that weakness? Was it covetousness. 
as the Gospel narratives imply— a lust for monev that 
was so great that he stole even from the disciples 
themselves5 
lf that were true, why was Judas made steward 
and almoner for the group, receiving contributions 
and overseeing their redistribution' (John XII 6 and 
XIII: 29). 
An interesting apocryphal source states that Judas 
Iscariot s weakness was wine 
While this account has 
no Scriptural support, it is a more rational explanation 
of his behavior 
For, even in our own day, alcoholics 
and drug addicts often sacrifice everything, even those 
they love, on the altar of their inveterate habit 
The Gospels tell us that, stricken with remorse, Judas 
tried to undo the betrayal of Jesus, and returned the 
30 pieces of silver, which the priests refused, and which 
were eventually used to buy a potter s field. 
In profound despair, Judas went out and hanged 
himself; hut in the act, apparently the rope broke and 
he fell down a steep precipice at Aceldama where "he 
burst asunder in the midst.” (Acts 1:18). 
As Papini observes in his “Life of Christ". 
“Only two creatures in the world knew the secret 
of Judas: Christ and the traitor "
